Liner Rescues Crew of Sinking Freighter in Gale 


Captain Fried Plays 
Role of Hero 
Again 


New York, Jan. 23—(ZP)—Captain 
George Fried of the United States 
liner America again wrote his nam e 
into an epic of Hie sea tonight 
when he rescued th e 32 m em bers 
of crew of 
the 
disabled 
Ital an 
freig h ter in a roaring westerly gale 
700 miles off the Virginia Capes. 
No details of w hat m ust have 
been a thrilling battle with the 
sea were given in the laconic m es­ 
sage which the 
quiet 
m annered 
little man, who always seems to 
be around when there is heroic 
work to be done, sent to his line’s 
offices here telling of the rescue. 
His message said: 
"Rescued 
full 
crew* 
Florida. 
Total 32. Chief 
Officer 
Harry 
Manning in charge. 
Whole w est­ 
erly gale. 
Lifeboat leat. 
P ro ­ 
ceeding. 
More details later.**

words,

I been a terrific job. 
A "whole g ale” 
means a 75 mile an hour wind, and 
mountainous seas w hich must have 
been tossing the 
little 
disabled 
freighter around like a cork.

I Captain 
Fried 
maneuvered 
his 
great liner in those seas, lowered 
a lifeboat and got it safely along 
side the Florida and then back 
safely to the America, rem ains to 
be told. 
Is Second Rescue. 
S lice Tuesday morning Captain 
Fried had been driving his big liner 
i through a roaring gale and heavy 
seas toward the foundering Florida. 
Two other ships, much nearer, also 
i had gone to Hie rescue, but they 
! gave up the search this morning 
and turned away. 
Captain Fried, 
with a direction finder in hie rad.o 
equipment, had been able to follow 
the little 2500-ton freighter as she 
o ..w<4 1.^*4jssty in front of th e 
gale. 
"Will reach Florida at 6 p. rn..” 
he radioed this afternoon. 
Then 
at 6:20 he was heard asking the 
Florida if she could see b 's search­ 
light. 
Then only silence out over 
the north Atlantic until 9 p. rn. hi 
reported "alongside.*' An hour anc 
ten minutes later cam e his message 
maying all had been ^aved. 
Captain Fried first 
wrote 
his 
nam e in heroic letters across the 
world’s consciousness in January 
of 1926, when he turned his ship, 
at th a t time the President Roose­ 
velt, to the aid of the sinking Brit­ 
ish liner Antinoe. 
For two days 
in snow and fog and cold, eeas ru n ­ 
ning high, he held his ship along­ 
side the sinking vessel and finally 
rescued her crews. 
He lost two 
of his own crew in the rescue. 
He 
arrived in New’ York to find him ­ 
self a world wide hero. 
He was 
presented with the Navy Cross and 
lionized for day* in New York aud 
other cities.

Filibuster in Sight 
Against Cruiser 
Measure 


Washington. Jan. 23— (yip)—The 
adm inistration naval construction 
program late today was made the 
order of business by the senate im­ 
mediately after the first deficiency 
supply measure had been passed. 
Chairman Hale of the naval com 
mittee, in charge of the measure, 
called it before the senate just be­ 
fore adjournment and he and other 
of its supporters at once set about 
making plans to start a drive for 
its enactment. 
‘Signs of a filibuster against the 
bill have died and leaders of the 
opposition 
have 
declared no ob 
structlonist tactics will be e n j o y ­ 
ed In an attem pt to block a final 
vote but a stubborn fight is prom ­ 
ised. 
Assured by senate leaders that 
the measure will be given full right 
of way, friends of the controversial 
naval legislation were confident of 
the votes to obtain 
its 
passage 
without material change. 
Cut Red Tape. 
The opposition is centering its 
drive for a reduction in the number 
of cruisers to be authorized. 
The 
bill as passed by the house pro 
poses the construction of 15 and 
the senate opponents hope by way 
of am endm ent to reduce the num ­ 
ber to ten or five. 
At the house side of th e capital, 
Chairman Britten of the naval com­ 
m ittee announced that he was con 
sidering cutting legislative red tape 
In regard to the cruiser construe 
tion program. 
He said if the senate should not 
act on the cruiser bill, or a t least 
be prepared to act, by the tim e the 
annual navy 
departm ent 
aupply 
bill wa* taken up In tho near fu 
ure by the house, he proposed to 
iffer an am endment to th at m eas 
ire to provide $12,500,000 a a an 
uitlal appropriation fund to start 
rn th e cruteers.

terday, th e wet and dry discussion 
was largely on th e house side of 
he capitol, w here varying view? 
were expressed by leaders.

sible action on the m easure. 
Discuss T ax R efunds 
C randon, of Michigan, a lead­ 
er of the drys, expressed the opin­ 
ion th a t th e se n ate had acted u n ­ 
wisely, w hile L a G uardia, of New 
York, a wet, w as in favor of the 
plan.

Wilwaukee, Wis., Jan. 23—(yp)— 
Henry J. Killilea. 62, one of the 
m em bers of th e little group th at 
j founded 
the 
American 
Baseball 
League in 1899, is dead. 
The local sportsm an, who also 
was owner of the Milwaukee club 
of the American Association, died 
at his home bere today of heart 
disease after a brief illness. 
Mr. Killilea. with 
his 
brother 
Matt, Connie Mack, Charles Comis- 
key and Ban Johnson, founded the 
league a t a meeting in the Killilea 
home here and for several years 
he acted as its counsel. 
Mr. Killilea becam e president of 
the Boston Red Sox in 1903, when 
that club was tottering on financial 
difficulties, and won the pennant 
For nearly a quarter of a century 
thereafter he took no active part 
in baseball. 
In 1928 he purchased 
the Milwaukee Brewers. 
Much of the baseball m ag n ate’s 
early fame arose during his college 
days a t the University of Michigan 
Ilfs ability on the diamond won tin 
approval of the Detroit Tigers but 
he refused an offer to turn protea 
sioual. 
He enjoyed a brilliant am a­ 
teur standing as a football player. 
Started aa Teacher. 
Killilea never lost interest In hi* 
alma m ater or its athletes. 
He 
financially 
helped 
Willie Heston, 
Sr., one of th e greatest of Michi­ 
gan athletes, during 
his 
college 
days and also 
extended 
aid 
to 
Archie Hahn, Michigan sprinter. 
It was at Michigan, too, that Mr. 
Killilea met Miss lo u is e Matador- 
mann, a coed and his future wife. 
Before taking up law at Michi­ 
gan, 
Mr. Killilea 
was graduated 
from 
the 
Oshkosh (Wiz*.) Stute 
T eachers’ college and was a teach­ 
er at Oakwood, Wis. 
He was born 
at Poygan, Wis., on a farm in 1867 
January I, 1907, Mr. Killilea be­ 
came solicitor general in Wiscon 
sin for the Milwaukee railroad, in 
which capacity he served until his 
death. 
He is survived by two children, 
Harry and Florence.

Mrs. Wilson Takes Stand 
in Trial for Wound­ 
ing Husband

Esther W ilson, jungle huntress and 
W ashington society woman, testi­ 
fied In her own defense today that 
she had no recollection of shooting 
her husband. Ballett Wilson, Fifth 
avenue law yer and politician, last 
March.

It can't be engineered 
from the top. It can’t come over­ 
night. 
Years of discussion, ar­ 
gument and thought are required. 
Take, for instance, the matter 
of world peace. 
Having passed 
the Kellogg treaty, we are apt to 
think we have done a good deal; 
and when 
government 
officials 
take occasion to announce that 
war with each and such a nation 
is “unthinkable’ we shall be fur­ 
ther encouraged. 
But we’ve only 
scratched the surface. 
War is an institution—one of 
the oldest in existence. 
It can’t 
be put out of existence. 
It can’t 
be put out of existence by a few 
treaties or by 
well-intentioned 
speeches. 
When war is finally 
abolished It will be because the 
great mass of the people are de 
termined in their hearts that it 
shall be abolished. We can never 
be led quickly into an era of eter 
pal peace. 
That’s the way it is aith every 
reform. 
They have to sell up 
from underneath to be effective. 
lf you doubt it. ask Amanuilah.

Ten or 15 per cent of all peo­ 
ple respond to the eating of cer­ 
tain food substances with consti­ 
tutional reactions. 
The foods to which 
they are 
sensitive may be such wholesome 
articles of diet as milk. eggs, or 
cereals, or such appetizing 
lux­ 
uries as strawberries and shell­ 
fish. 
A baby sensitive to egg can be 
made severely sick 
by 
feeding 
him an amount of egg too small 
to be weighed 
on 
a 
chemical 
scale. 
A person sensitive 
to 
honey 
may be made severely ill not on 
ly by eating honey as such, but 
by eating it when it forms mere­ 
ly a portion of the flavoring in 
cake or some confection. 
Lack of Nourishment. 
Much more serious is sensitiv­ 
ity of infants to milk. 
When a 
child has an allergy, which such 
sensitivity is called, to 
milk, it 
becomes severely ill on tasting a 
small quantity and is unable to 
get satisfactory nourishment. 
In 
the absence of nourishment it be­ 
comes much more easily subject 
to discuses of all kinds. 
Dr. W. W. Duke has described 
in Hygeia patients who were so 
sensitive to eggs that they were 
made ill by the eating 
of 
the 
trace of egg contained 
in hen 
meat; on the other hand, they 
could eat rooster with impunity. 
One man, 50 years of age, who 
had had asthma for many years 
and of a type so severe as to pro­ 
duce complete 
prostration, was 
found to be sensitive to fish and 
to fish glue. 
On close question­ 
ing he remembered that three of

SEVERE STORM 
HERE TUESDAY 


Standpipe and Windows 
Broken by Force 
of Gale 


Stories of abandoned autom o­ 
biles, spills In the storm, stalled 
school busses, and other 
experi­ 
ences of the blizzard, came into 
Manistique yesterday as an after­ 
math of the severe gale 
which 
whipped snow 
into 
a 
blinding 
fury Tuesday afternoon. Cars en­ 
crusted with ice and snow 
bore 
evidence of the struggle seen by 
those who braved the storm. 
Motorists found it 
Impossible 
to proceed out on the highways 
because of the denseness of the 
flying snow, and even in the city 
of Manistique driving had Its haz­ 
ards. 
Headlights came into use 
about two thirty p. rn., as a safe­ 
ty measure, and there were some 
narrow escapes from serious col­ 
lisions. 
Traffic on the trunk lines in­ 
cluded a num ber of salesmen, out 
on their regular 
weekly 
trips, 
who were caught by the 
storm 
and held 
where 
it 
conquered 
them until 
help 
arrived. 
One 
traveler lost his 
bearings 
near 
the foot of the Cooks hill, wrap­ 
ped himself in a 
blanket, 
and 
waited until the schooj bus came 
along. 
Tho bus was unable 
to 
complete Its trip. 
and 
children 
were buddled, crying, in the cold 
snow swept conveyance, until a 
sleigh was brought up to 
deliver 
them to their homes. 
The snow 
was wet, and melted as it struck, 
causing wet clothing for all who 
were caught out In the blizzard. 
The velocity of the 
gale 
drove 
the fine snow through cracks, and 
doors and windows of cars 
were 
ineffective in keeping 
out 
the 
sifting wet particles. 
One meat salesman turned ov­ 
er in his car when the wind and 
snow blinded him so th at he ran 
off the highway, hut he escaped 
unhurt, 
though 
wet. 
Another 
motorist left his 
machine 
and 
went to the nearest shelter. The 
car drifted under, and was 
al­ 
most hurled when it was retriev­ 
ed. 
From a dozen to fifteen cars 
were distributed along the high­ 
way in close proximity to Manis­ 
tique when the storm was at its 
height and drivers were unable 
to proceed.

worst of the season, it found city

ready, and traffic was 
able 
to 
proceed yesterday in the 
bright 


sunshine which followed the bliz­ 
zard.

derway Wednesday, and

plows were clearing out the spots

SEVERE STORM 
HERE TUESDAY 


Standpipe and Windows 
Broken by Force 
of Gale 


Stories of abandoned automo­ 
biles, spills In the storm, stalled 
school busses, and other 
experi­ 
ences of the blizzard, came into 
Manistique yesterday as an after­ 
m ath of the severe gale 
which 
whipped snow 
into 
a 
blinding 
fury Tuesday afternoon. Cars en­ 
crusted with ice and snow 
bore 
evidence of the struggle seen by 
those who braved the storm. 
Motorists found it 
Impossible 
to proceed out on the high wavs 
because of the denseness of the 
flying snow, and even in the city 
of Manistique driving had its haz­ 
ards. 
Headlights came into use 
about two thirty p. rn., as a safe­ 
ty measure, and there were some 
narrow escapes from serious col­ 
lisions. 
Traffic on the trunk lines in­ 
cluded a num ber of salesmen, out 
on their regular 
weekly 
trips, 
who were caught by the 
storm 
and held 
where 
it 
conquered 
them until 
help 
arrived. 
One 
traveler lost his 
bearings 
near 
the foot of the Cooks hill, wrap­ 
ped himself in a 
blanket, 
and 
waited until the schooj bus came 
along. 
Tho bus was unable 
to 
complete its trip, 
and 
children 
were huddled, crying, in the cold 
snow swept conveyance, until a 
sleigh was brought up to 
deliver 
them to their homes. 
The snow 
was wet. and melted as It struck, 
causing wet clothing for all who 
arere caught out in the blizzard. 
The velocity of the 
gale 
drove 
the fine snow through cracks, and 
doors and windows of cars 
were 
ineffective in keeping 
out 
the 
sifting wet particles. 
One meat salesman turned ov­ 
er in his car when the wind and 
snow blinded him so that he ran 
off the highway, but he escaped 
unhurt, 
though 
wet. 
Another 
motorist left his 
machine 
and 
went to the nearest shelter. The 
car drifted under, and was 
al­ 
most buried when It was retriev­ 
ed. 
From a dozen to fifteen cars 
were distributed along the high­ 
way in close proximity to Manis­ 
tique when the storm was at its 
height and drivers were unable 
to proceed.
